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President’s Report 


To the Board of Managers and Members of the 
S. F. Nursery for Homeless Children: 


HIS anniversary brings to us more joy and thankful- 
ness than usual. Like all years in all lives it has 


been one of achievement and one of failure, but the 
former so overbalances the latter that we may well rejoice. 

It is a source of congratulation to realize our dream of 
years, a home that we need so badly; and our friends, 
Messrs. Meyer and O’Brien, have helped to make this 
possible. We can never thank them sufficiently. 

We, one and all, realize that our present home will 
scarcely hold together another year. If you could drop in 
on a rainy day, as I have, and see the floors covered with 
pots and pans to catch the rain, you would appreciate 
more fully how much we have to rejoice over, and that the 
end achieved compensates for the hard work. The ladies 
have worked faithfully, as you will see from the Treas- 
urer’s report, showing the amount raised—still we must 
not lag in this duty, but raise more and more so that by 
the time we move into our new home, there will be a very 
small debt, if any, to meet. 

But with all this pressure upon us, we have not 
forgotten what is best for the children. During the past 
year our househo.d has been reduced ten per cent by 
placing abandoned children in good homes. That it is 
best for every child in this world to have a home there 
can be no doubt. The Nursery is only a temporary 
shelter and our duty to them is to provide the home-life 
for as many as possible. 
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The most difficult part in writing my report, is to find 
adequate words in which to express our thanks to the kind 
friends who give their time so cheerfully. Dr. Manning, 
the guardian of the sick, so watchful and kind, has our 
sincere thanks. Our consulting physicians have not been 
called upon this year, but we know they are ever ready to 
respond. Our dentist, Dr. Burns’, kindness will never be 
forgotten. Our young ladies Auxiliary is still carrying on 
its good work, in fact, extending it. Whatever they do for 
the Nursery is that much saved toward our expense 
account, and we thank them cordially. 

We are grateful to the Beehive Circle for the twenty- 
five garments they made for the Nursery this year, and 
hope they will remember us again. 

The Needlework Guild of America gave us two hun- 
dred and forty-five articles. Since our former section- 
president, Mrs. McLenegan, left us the number of articles 
have been reduced. Therefore, we have decided to take a 
section with Miss Pollock as President as we need the 
clothes badly. 

You will notice in the year’s report how little we 
spend for clothing. Whatis the reason for this? It is 
that our Matron is so thrifty and capable that it seems to 
me there must be a Fairy Godmother lurking about that 
none sees but Mrs. Hubbert. Our children have never 
been so well dressed, or so well cared for at s0 little 
expense to the Nursery. We wish the Matron to know 
we appreciate it to the fullest extent. 

We regret exceedingly that we are to lose some of our 
old members, but traveling and living out of town interferes 
with this work, so we must bow to the inevitable, hoping 
some day they will come back to us. 

I appreciate and thank the ladies for the good work 
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done by them this past year. Miss Pollock deserves 
special mention for the masterly way in which the last 
Rummage Sale was conducted. Last but not least, my 
officers are to be thanked for their faithful work and ever- 
ready willingness. 

I sincerely trust that our noble institution will prog- 
ress as favorably in the future, as in the past.

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Secretary’s Report 


Lo the Board of Managers and Members of the 
S. £. Nursery for Homeless Children: 


HE year ending December 31st. 1904 finds the Nursery 


in a healthy, prosperous condition. 

The number of children in the Nursery, January Ist. 
1904,—72. During the year, 19 were admitted, making 91 
cared for. Of this number, 4 were adopted, 27 removed, 
and 1 died, leaving with us January Ist, 1905, 59. Of 
the number admitted, 11 were half orphans, 1 orphan, 
1 abandoned and 6 had parents living. 

There have been 12 regular and 11 special meetings; 
the average attendance of members at regular meetings 
11, at special meetings 10, not quite as high an average as 
last year. 

The ambition of each member, the goal for which every 
one has strived, is now almost reached, that goal being a 
substantial] and beautiful new Home, now almost complet- 
ed, where we will be enabled to accept more than twice 
the number we have heretofore cared for, and in a more 
comfortable way. The greater amount of this work having 
been accomplished in the past year, shows what may be 
done when heart and sou] are thrown into the work. 

Credit is given each member and our many friends for 
the work done and interest taken, but more especially to 
our indefatigable President, who has spent some part of 
every day and many whole days in the interest of the 
Nursery. She has been in the chair at every meeting, 
and encouraged less enthusiastic members. 

The laying of the corner stone of the new building 
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was an event in our history to be remembered by those 
present. On that day through the thoughtful contribution 
of our friends the fund was increased by the sum of $152.50, 
Addresses by Rev. Mr. Evans of Grace Church, and by 
Mr. Franklin K. Lane were heartily enjoyed, each speak- 
ing most feelingly of the good work, of care already given 
and to be given these homeless ones, it being a blessing 
to those who gave and the little ones who received. 

I am more than grateful tothe President and mem- 
bers of the Board for their encouragement and patience 
during the past year.

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Report of Visiting Physician. 


To the Board of Managers and Members of the 
S. F. Nursery for Homeless Children: 


LADIES: 
T° there should be any particular difference between 


this annual report and the several that have pre- 

ceded it, it would be in the smaller number of real 
illnesses. By “real” I have reference to sickness in bed, 
for common complaints like colds and deranged stomachs 
children will have in spite of the best of care, but even 
these latter cases have been fewer than usual. All this is 
shown in the number of prescriptions which this year 
amounts to 290, against 350 for 1903, and also in the num- 
ber of visits which were 52 instead of 75 for the same 
interval. 

The greater number of these visits were in February, 
when the mumps were in force, in April when the baby 
was so low and in December when there were three severe 
cases of bronchitis and threatened pneumonia. In the 
summer months it was unnecessary for me to make a 
visit for days at a time, though hardly a day passes that 
the telephone is not called into requisition, probably to 
the amusement of any listening parties as the matron 
and myself discuss ‘‘our”’ numerous children and their 
several ailments, real and imaginary. 

Of the contagious diseases there has been a dearth 
since our last report, mumps being the only thing of the 
kind, but some 21 of the children being afflicted with the 
latter disease when it did lay hold on them. It was this 
disease though, that helped to hasten the end of the little 
one whose death I am compelled to record. Still the 
foundation already existed, for on reference to my last 
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annual report you will find this statement: ‘‘In the last 
six weeks I have accepted three children who had been 
discharged from a hospital before they were well, and see- 
ing no place for them elsewhere felt that they might be 
cured in the Nursery and so accepted them”. ‘Now this 
seven-month-old baby was one of them, and its admission 
was followed by a severe relapse. This was mastered and 
for some weeks a permanent recovery was hoped for, but 
pneumonia then fastened itself upon him and after a 
brave struggle on his part, proved too much for his weak- 
ened vitality. 

It perhaps is not wise to accept a child in whom a 
trouble of that sort lies latent as this is not a hospital and 
it means too much care and hard work upon already 
over-worked matron and nurses, and asin this case extra 
expense to the Nursery, but where the child would not be 
accepted by a hospital, the mother being compelled to 
work out and those in whose hands the baby had been 
put proving unsafe, it seemed in reality a case of a “home- 
less” child, which home we only could supply. Hence my 
reason in spite of the child’s condition, and other cases 
like this often appear making it hard to combine ones feel- 
ings with their judgment. 

In the past twelve months I have examined nineteen 
children for admission. These ranged in age from 1 year 
to 114 years, the average being 6 years. Of this number 
8 were boys and 11 were girls; none were refused admission 
from health point of view. No accident cases of import- 
ance occured and no specialty work has been required. 

The matron has been a conscientious and important 
assistant to me especially in the watchfulness with which 
she guards the health of the children, and in early notifi- 
cation to me of any illness, not endeavoring to apply her 
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own knowledge and experience, but referring all such 
matters to me—a trait which I particularly admire and 
which is difficult to find. She has also been compelled 
several times to do night nursing uncomplainingly. 

The nurses have been willing to do their part in the 
care of the children during illness, and to both them and 
the matron, my thanks are returned for their aid, and 
publicly my colleagues on the medical and dental staii 
are thanked for what they have done in our behalf. 

Many times over am I grateful to the Board of 
Managers for their kind words and moral support and 
especially do I thank you for the honor which you extend- 
ed to me since the last annual meeting of making me a 
life member, which honor will still further stimulate my 
interest and labors for the Nursery. The fact of my being 
appointed a member of your Building Committee is also 
considered an honor which I appreciate. 

May your work for the coming year be as successful 
as in the past and may your labors be many more times 
appreciated.

Resolved, That all persons who are members-honorary, life or an- 
ual-of the San Francisco Female Hospital are Associated together for 
the purpose of forming a corporation for the care of Homeless Children. 





Hrticles of Incorporation 
March 24, 1892 

Know ALL MEN BY THESE PRESENTS, That we, the under- 
signed, have this day voluntarily associated ourselves together for 
the purpose of forming a corporation under the laws of the State of 
California. And we hereby certify— 

First. That the name of said corporation is SAN FRANCISCO 
NURSERY FOR HOMELESS CHILDREN. 

Second. That the purposes: for which it is formed are: To 
obtain and receive by gift, bequest, devise, barter or purchase, land 
or property in the City and County of San Francisco, State of Calif- 
ornia, and to erect buildings to be used for the purpose of a home for 
little ones under twelve years. 

Third. That the place where its principal business is to be 
transacted shall be in the City and County of San Francisco, State 
of California. 

Fourth. That the term for which it is to exist is fifty years from 
and after the date of its incorporation. 

Fifth. That the number of its Directors or Trustees shall be 
five, and the names and residences of those who are appointed for the 
first year and until their successors are elected and qualified, are: 
SIpNEY M. Smr7H, San Francisco; C. M. GORHAM, San Francisco; 
JAMES H. DosiInson, San Francisco; C. S. WRIGHT, San Francisco; 
Dr. JAMES W. WARD, San Francisco. 

Sixth. That there is no capital stock and there are no shares. 

Seventh. That no capital stock has been subscribed for. 
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By-Laws 





ARTICLE I. 


The name of this Society shall be SAN FRANCISCO NURSERY FOR 
HoMELESS CHILDREN. 
ARTICLE II. 


OBJECTS 


The objects of this society shall be: To obtain and receive by 
gift, devise, barter or purchase, land and property in the City and 
County of San Francisco, ia the State of California; to erect or lease 
buildings and furnish the same, to be used, under the direction of 
the Board of Managers, for the purpose of a Home for poor children 
under twelve years of age, needing care and protection, and to re- 
ceive State Aid membership fees, and any donations, the same to be 
disbursed for the maintenance of said children. 


ARTICLE III. 
MEMBERSHIP 


SECTION 1. Any person making a single payment of fifty doll- 
ars to the funds of the Society shall be a life member. Any child 
under sixteen years of age, making a single payment of twenty- 
five dollars shall be a life member. Any person making a single 
payment of twenty dollars shall be an honorary member, and any 
person making an annual payment of two and one-half dollars shall 
be an annual member. 

SEC. 2. Any person who has materially aided the Nursery fin- 
ancially or otherwise, may, at the discretion of the Board, be elected 
an honorary member. 

SEc. 3. A member of the Board of Managers who has rendered 
faithful service for twelve years, may, by vote of a majority, become 
an honorary member, retaining the right to vote and a voice in 
the management o! the institution. 


ARTICLE IV. 


TRUSTEES 


SECTION 1. The Trustees of this Society shall consist of a 
Board of five mex, who shall be members of this Society, and shall 
be elected by the members of the Society at its annual meeting, and 
shall hold office until their successors are elected and qualified. 
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SEc. 2. The Trustees of the Society shall exercise, conduct and 
control its corporate powers, business and property. It shall be 
their duty in all important matters to consult with the Board of 
Managers as a whole or by committee. At each annual meeting 
they shall render to the Society a full report of all property, real and 
personal, held in trust by them 


SEc. 3. Vacancies in the Board occuring between annual meet- 
ings may be filled by election by the remaining trustees. 


Src. 4. The Board of Trustees shall elect their own President, 
Vice-President, Secretary and Treasurer, at their first meeting after 
their election. 

Src. 5. The President of the Board of Trustees shall preside at 
all meetings of the Board of Trustees, 

The Vice-President shall, in the absence of the President, per- 
form the duties of the President. The Secretary shall keep a record 
of the procedings of the Board and shall keep its accounts, 


Src. 6. The Treasurer shall receive and safely keep and ac- 
count for all money that may come into his hands from all sources: 
All money received by the Treasurer of the Board of Trustees for 
building or other specific purposes, shall be subject only to the joint 
order of the Board of Trustees and the Board of Managers. 


ARTICLE V. 
MANAGERS 


SECTION I. The Managers of this Society shall consist of a 
Board of twenty-four women who shall be members of this Society, 
who shall be elected by the members of the Society at its annual 
meeting, and shall hold office until their successors are elected and 
qualified. If any member of the Board of Managers is absent three 
consecutive meetings, except by reason of sickness or absence from 
home, her place may be declared vacant. 


Sec. 2. Any vacancies in the Board which may occur between 
the annual meetings may be filled by presenting the name of the 
proposed members in writing -the xame to be investigated by a com- 
mittee and voted upon at the foliowing meeting. 


Sec. 3. In order tocarry out the objects of the Society, the 
Board of Managers shal] have power to devise and adopt measures to 
that end, and to make such contracts as may be necessary thereto, 
aud io control such funds of the Society as may be necessary and 
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applicable for its current expenses. The Board shall make its own 
By-Laws and all rules and regulations necessary for the proper gov- 
ernment of the Home. 


Sec. 4. The Board of Managers shall elect from its own number 
a President, three Vice-Presidents, one Recording Secretary, one 
Corresponding Secretary anda Treasurer. The Board may accept 
the voluntary services of such visiting and consulting physicians as 
it may deem proper for any necessary medical attendance, and who 
shall receive written notice of their appointment from the Record- 
ing Secretary. The President of the Board of Managers, or in her 
absence, the Vice President, or, in case all are ‘absent, any member 
present, elected by the meeting, shall preside at all meetings, both 
of the Board of Managers and of the Society. The President, or in 
her absence, a Vice-President, or any three members concurring, 
shall have the power to call a special meeting. At all meetings, 
either regular or special, five members of the Board of Managers 
shall constitute a quorum. The President may appoint such com- 
mittees as may be necessary. 


SEc. 5. The Recording Secretary shall keep a record of the 
proceedings of every meeting and make a monthly report of the 
same, and shall also notify the Board of Managers of any of its reg- 
ular or special meetings. It shall be the duty of the Recording Sec- 
retary or of some committee appointed for the purpose, to keep a 
correct record of allinmates admitted to the Nursery, the date of 
admission, their names and nationalities, those of the parents, and 
whether alive or dead, and their last residence. 


Sec. 6. The Corresponding Secretary shall make written ac- 
knowledgement of all donations, and keep a list of the names of the 
donors. 


Src. 7. The Treasurer shall have charge of the funds, subject to 
the order of the Board; shall keep an accurate account of all receipts 
and expenditures, and shall report their amount at the monthly 
meetings, as also at the annual meetings of the Society. She shall 
also keep a list of the names of the members of the Society. 


ARTICLE VI. 


MEETINGS AND ELECTIONS. 
SEcTIONI. The meetings of the Board of Managers shall be 
held on the first Tuesday of each month. The annual meetings of 
the Society shall be held on the Second Tuesday in January of each 
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year at which time the election of Trustees, Managers and Officers 
shall take place. All elections shall be by ballot, and all Trustees 
and Managers shall be chosen to serve for one year, and until their 
successors are elected and qualified. One Judge of election and two 
tellers shall be appointed by the President, the tellers to receive the 
ballots, the judge to count the votes in the presence of the tellers and 
the person receiving the majority of the votes to be declared elected. 
All members of the Society in good standing shall be entitled to vote 
at all meetings of the Society. 

Src. 2. Atall meetings of the Society a quorum shall consist 
of not less than eleveu members present. 

Sec. 3. The Trustees, Managers and Officers shall be notified of 
their election by the Recording Secretary. 

Suc. 4. At least ten days’ notice of the annual meeting of the 
Society shall be given by publication in some daily newspaper in 
San Francisco, unless such meeting is held pursuant to adjourn- 
ment. 

Suc. 5. The nominating committee for the nomination of off- 
cers for the ensuing year shall consist of three members. 

Src. 6. This committee shall be named from the floor at the 
December meeting, the members receiving the majority of votes to 
constitute the nominating committee. 


ARTICLE VII. 
AMENDMENTS. 


SECTION I. These By-Laws may be amended by a vote of two- 
thirds of the niembers present at any regular or special meeting of 
the Society ; provided, such alteration or amendment shall have been 
proposed at a meeting of the Board of Managers held not less than 
one month previous.

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BY=LAWS OF THE AUXILIARY 
OF THE 


Board of Managers of the San Francisco Nursery for 


Homeless Children. 


ARTICLE I. 
NAME 


SECTION I. This Society shall be known as ‘‘The Auxiliary to 
the Board of Managers of the San Francisco Nursery for Homeless 
Children.’’ 

OBJECTS 

Sec. 2. To assist the Managers to care and provide for the 
children. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Sec. 3. The payment of twenty-five cents per month dues 
shall coustitute either active or associate membership. 


ARTICLE II. 
MEETINGS. 


SECTION I. Business meetings shall be held on the second Tues- 
day afternoon of each month, at a place decided by the members. 
The Secretary shall send notice of all business meetings to each 
member. 

Skc. 2. Special meetings may be called by the President or at 
the request of any three members of the Auxiliary, notice of which 
shall be sent to every member. Four shall constitute a quorum of 
membership of twenty or less. 


ARTICLE III. 
DUES. 


SECTION I. Dues shall be twenty-five cents monthly for both 
active and associate members. 
SEcTiIon 2. The Auxiliary may by majority elect honorary 
members. 
ARTICLE IV. 
OFFICERS. 


SECTION I. The Officers of the Auxiliary shall be President, 
Vice-President, Secretary and Treasurer. 
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AUXILIARY. 

Sxc. 2. The officers shall be elected annually on the first meet- 
ing in January. 

A Special election to fill a vacancy in office may be held at any 
regular business meeting, due notice of the same being given by 
postal to all regular members. 

Sxc. 3. A majority vote by ballot of those present shall be 
necessary to elect. The Secretary must notify all members of the 
time and place of election. 

ARTICLE V. 
DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 


SECTION I. The President shall preside at all meetings of the 
Auxiliary and shall appoint committees. 

In the absence of the President, the Vice-President shall preside 
and in the absence of both President and Vice-President, a President 
pro tem shall be elected. 

Sec, 2, The Treasurer shall receive ail money due the Auxiliary 
receipt for sameand pay all bills against the Auxiliary, after the 
same have been approved and report to the Secretary the amount of 
receipts and disbursements. She shall make an itemized report 
monthly to the Auxiliary of all receipts and disbursements. 

Sxc. 3. The Secretary shall keep the records and attend to the 
correspondence of the Auxiliary. She shall embody in her records 
the name of the member making or seconding a motion, also the 
amount of money received or distributed by the Treasurer. 

ARTICLE VI. 
COMMITTEES. 

SEcTION I. The President shall appoint an Auditing Com- 
mittee of three whose duty it shall be to examine bills and audit 
them, and also report. 

The President shall also appoint any committee for special 
duties that may become necessary. 


ARTICLE VII. 


SECTION I. Any part of these By-Laws may be suspended by 
the unaminous vote of those present at a business meeting. 

Sxc. 2. Any amendment of these By-Laws miust be made in 
writing and read at two consecutive meetings before being acted 


upon.
